Manufacturers'  shipments  in  December  increased  2  percent  from  November  after  seasonal  adjustment, 
with  much  of  the  rise  occuring  in  tte  nondurable  goods  industries,  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce 
announced  today.  New  orders  increased  1  percent  while  the  end  of  December  backlog  of  unfilled  orders 
declined  $^(-00  million  to  $49. 7  billion,  seasonally  adjusted.   Inventories  held  by  manufacturers  in- 
creased less  than  1  percent  in  December  to  a  seasonally  adjusted  level  of  $60.0  billion.. 

Shipments  by  durable  goods  manufacturers  remained  at  the  seasonally  adjusted  November  level  of 
$18.5  billion  according  to  the  Department's  Bureau  of  the  Census.  The  increase  in  shipments  in  the 
primary  metals  and  the  machinery  industries  was  offset  by  a  decline  in  the  transportation  industries 
group . 

Shipments  of  nondurable  goods  totaled  $17-5  billion  in  December,  up  5  percent  from  the  November 
level.  All  nondurable  industry  groups  showed  increases  during  the  month. 

New  orders  booked  by  the  durable  goods  manufacturers  declined  to  $17.7  billion  in  December  a 
decrease  of  2  percent  from  November.  This  decline  reflected  almost  entirely  a  drop  in  orders  in  the 
aircraft  industry.  Appreciable  Increases  occured  in  machinery  while  bookings  for  most  other  durable 
goods  industries  showed  relative  small  changes . 

The  December  backlog  of  unfilled  orders  for  the  durable  goods  indiostries,  declined  1  percent  to 
$46.6  billion,  after  seasonal  adjustment.  Much  of  this  decline  was  also  centered  in  the  aircraft  and 
parts  industry . 

In  terms  of  market  groupings,  only  the  "automotive  equipment"  and  "construction  materials, 
supplies,  and  intermediate  products"  categories  showed  declines  in  shipments  and  new  orders.
